HORSES HAVE RIGHT-OF-WAY 
ON MAINE ROADS 

The Maine State Police reminds 
motorists that horses have a “right 
of way” on Maine roads, 

“With the increased use in the 
number of horses in Maine, mo- 
torists are advised to use reason- 
able caution when approaching

This month the Kosdale Guide 
and TV Listings, a publication de- 
signed for motel and hotel guests, 
will begin its second year of dis- 
tribution in the Maine and New 
Hampshire area.
